1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-20, the pnor art of record fails to teach of in a packet transfer network for 
conducting packet transfer, transmitting a plurality of divisional label request packets in 
parallel to each section. The closest reference, Lemieux (U.S. Patent No. 6,452,942), 
teaches of a packet transfer network for conducting packet transfer between a first and 
second terminal and a label request packet transmission method but fails to teach of in 
a packet transfer network for conducting packet transfer, transmitting a plurality of 
divisional label request packets in parallel to each section. Additionally, Matsuzawa 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,490,292) teaches of a switch connection table connected to the 
packet switch but fails to teach of transmitting a plurality of divisional label request 
packets in parallel to each section.
